MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 
17 -The 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South today buried 
the question of unification for four 
yeart, after deciding against the elec­ 
tion of any bishop at this time, thus 
disposing of two major problems with 
In a few minutes. 
The conference overwhelmingly sup­ 
ported a report of the episcopacy com­ 
mittee and refused to elect any more 
bishops. A minority report from the 
committee was laid on the table, with­ 
out discussion, and the majority re­ 
port adopted amid applause. 
Action on proposals for the ce-of- 
ganization of the general boards of 
this church also was deferred until 
the next general conference. 
The conference today adopted the 
report of a special committee which 
recommended that a new commission 
be appointed to sudy the question and 
report back four years hence. As a 
result the status of the general hoards 
will 
as It is during the quad­ 
rennial. 
/. 
A new constitution for the board 
of missions, however, still hi pending. 
Under the provision of this constitu­ 
tion a complete re-organization of the 
mission board would be effected. 
Following disposal of the much dis­ 
cussed bishop question, came tbs ques­ 
tion of unification, in the form of a 
report from the church relations com­ 
mittee. The report recommended a 
committee to study the question for a 
period of four years and report back 
to the next general conference. 
The ppoft asked that'there he no 
discussion or agiation of the question 
during the four years. It was passed 
almost unanimously. 
The constitution was passed with­ 
out a negative vote, after the secre­ 
tarial forte had been cut. 
It made 
no other changes. 
The conference will hold its first 
night session tonight in an effort to 
clear the calendar by night.

Shean, member of a wealthy Spring­ 
field, Mass., family, agreed to plead 
guilty today to carrying a concealed 
weapon and of being an accessory to a 
bdrglary, each carrying a minimum 
one year sentence. 
He had been indicted for the mur­ 
der and he testified against Chapman. 
Shean gets credit for 19 months al­ 
ready spent in jail and ia eligible to 
appear before the board of pardons 
when the minimum sentences are serv­ 
ed.

Maximurfi sentences are five and 
three years respectively. 
Besides the Shean case, there was 
on the docket of the superior criminal 
- court today the claim of Fred 
J8L 
Puckett, formerly captain of police 
in Muncie, Ind., for rewards of $3,500 
offered for Chapman’s capture after 
the New Britain shooting. 
Puckett, assisted by three others, 
captured Chapman in Muncie, Ind., 
January 18, 1925. He is the only per­ 
son who has put in a claim for the re­ 
ward.

RAILROAD EFFICIENCY ON UPGRADE, 
TABULATED FIGURES REVEAL

The efficiency of the railroads of Aemrica is on the up­ 
grade, it is revealed by figures compiled by the Railway 
Age. This efficiency strikingly apparent in 1926, is be­ 
ing increased, rather than decreased, as the roads enter 
1920, 
’ 
* 
Those who opposed government operation of the rail­ 
roads cite the figures, as compared with the efficiency of 
1920, in an effort to prove the inadequacy of government 
control and operation. It is true that government oper­ 
ation has many obstacles to success, but it should be taken 
into consideration that during 1920, the world was more 
or less topsy-turvy^the government was new at the rail­ 
road business, aim it does not seem quite fair to com­ 
pare these records. * 
* 
The Daily does not undertake to say whether or not 
government operation would be successful, but it does re­ 
alize that the government could not be expected to learn, 
within the short time of government operation, as much 
about railroading as is known by the men who are making 
it their life’s work. 
“In the first two months of 1920, which were the last 
two months of government operation/ 'says the maga­ 
zine, “average gross ton-miles per train hour were 13,544. 
Measured by this standard the operating efficiency of the 
railways in the first two months of this year was 40 per 
cent greater than in the last two months of government 
control. 
The increase in gross tons per train over the 
first two months of 1920 was from 1,341 to 1,630 tons, 
and the increase in the average speed was from 10.1 to 
11.7 miles per hour. 
“These increases in the average loading and the aver­ 
age speed of freight trains have been going on almost 
continuously ever since ihe railways were returned to pri­ 
vate operation, as the following table shows;

“In achieving this increase in operating effkienay the 
railways have had constantly to overcome an adverse in­ 
fluence of great importance. This has been the decline 
in average tons per loaded car which has been due mainly 
to the fact that the volume of freight shipped in less 
than carload lote has increased more in proportion than 
the volume shipped in carloads.” 
The Daily congratulates the railroads on their record. 
It is worthy of the highest commendation. At tbe same 
time, The Daily feels that this record does not entirely 
demolish the arguments ot those who might feel that gov­ 
ernment operation would not be altogether disastrous to 
the country.
